game of Association football turns is 
that of the centre-half-back, and if 
the centre-forward is the pivot of the 
tront line of attack the centre-halr- 
back is the actual pivot of the whole 
combination, His position os there- 
fore; the most important on the field, 
and although the wing-half-backs on 
either side of him, as well as the 
backs and forwards, require to pos- 
sess cool temperaments, the centre- 
half must have this in a greater de- 
gree. His. powers ct intuucn must 
be above the ordinary. He must be a 
keen and quick thinker, and at ali 
tmes strive to gauge the ~ artifices 
and trickery of his opponents, or, in 
other words, size _up the intentions, of 
his antagonists with lightning-like ra~ 
pidity, and counter them with some- 
thing better of his own, 


‘Assuming that the young’ player has 
some football ability and desires to 
shine at centre-half, he must discip- 
line himself into controlling his tem- 
per both on and off the field, and if 
he pays due attention to practice, and 
learns to keép his proper place on the 
field of play, he wiil do well, provided 
he pays due attenion to practice, and 
thereby acquires the art of placing, 
trapping, and heading the ball. While 
players in certain positions on the 
field may be ‘‘one-footed”—i.e., expert 
with either the right foot or the left 
—the centre-halt-yack inust ve. aoe 
to do equally well with either foot. If 
you have not got this gift, or cannot 
acquire it readily with practice, then 
give up all idea cf qualifying for 
centre-half, and turn your attention 
to one or other of the wing-half-back 
positions. It will be at once obvious 
that a “one-footed” centre-half would 
make a mess of things when you re- 
member his duties are, amongst 
others, to give “no rope” to. the op- 
posing centre-forward; to be mind- 
ful of both defence and attack, ai- 
though more mindful of the former; 
and to be there to intercept the pass 
that may come to the centre-forward 
from. his inside right or left, or from 
either of the wingers. When it comes 
to attack and the ‘feeding’ of his 
forwards—as placing the bail thereto 
is commonly cailed—it wil! be even 
more obvious what a hopeless propo- 
sition a ‘‘one-footed’”’ player would be 
in_the position of centre-half. 
Because of his position as a reserve 
forward—when one moment he is 
helping to thrust home the attack in 
combination with the forwards in 
front of him, and: the next may have 
to. fall back quickly again to his 
place (and at times cover his full- 
backs when they in turn are drawn 
out of position in defending)—the 
haif-back's position is a most exact- 
ing one. The half-backs are un- 
doubtedly the most hard-worked men 
on the field; and, while the full-backs 
behind and the forwards in front 
come in for an occasional breathing 
space, you, as centre-half, must, be 
tireless. always on the move, watch- 
ing and anticipating the flight of the 


ball. Wing-halves: occasionally get a 
rest as the play is carried. from one 
side of the field to the other; but 
pressure by your opponents on one 
wing or the other keeps the centre- 
half ever on the move, helping and 
at times covering his hard-pressed 
clubmate. You must therefore Ppos- 
Sess powers. of endurance beyond the 
ordinary, and ‘as football is a manly 
gan:e you must ‘be fearless, ready 
when on the ball to take a far and 
Square shoulder charge, and to give 
the same when tackling an. oppo- 
nent, There are.those who think that 
Association football should be purely a 
same, of skiH and’ nothing else, and 
that it is quite unnecessary to charge 
an opponent when tackling or tussling 
for possession of the ball, raising his 
ire by a rather vigorous charge; but 
there is always a happy medium. So 
long as, there is no undue roughness 
—no ankle rapping ond heel tapping 
2 little of the sporting spirit of our 
forefathers may be shown in the man- 
ner Ihave’ indicated, and, although 
the ball itself should be the main oh- 
jective,. the young player must learn 
to hold off himself, otherwise. he 
may be taken advantage of by one of 
stouter build. The main thing is, not 
to get “rattled,” and even it there 
are occasions’ when you think -you 
have been rather unfairly treated 
and the referee has not been sympa 
thetic, always come up smiling. Any 
show of retaliation will jineline to 
knock you off your game, and there 
is far more satisfaction in upsetting 
your opponent’s mental balance . by 
skilful tackling, ‘clever feinting,. and 
keeping him guessing as to” your 
movements than there is in getting 
“one back on him” by a lusty charge. 
There's an almost unholy satisfaction 
in making rings, round a man that 
you know hasn’t been altogether 
gentlo with you, and although it ap~ 
peals to the crowd don’t attempt it, 
certainly don't overdo it, as only a 
wizard et the game can afford to risk 
this in your position. 

The centre-half more than ‘anyone 
else has always to bear in mind what 
style of game ‘is being played by the 
other side, whether they are playing 
a close or: an open game, playing up 
to their centre-forward by close pass~ 
ing or to their fast outside wing. men, 
if the former, you will find passes 
coming from the inside right or left 
to the centre, and you are there to 
use’ all the judgment you possess to 
intercept them. The ‘centre-forward 
may, be of the type who plies’ his out- 
side men with long diagonal passes, 
and you are there to spoil them. 
Should they get away, however, you 
will soon note. when and where ‘the 
wingers. usually swing the ball into 
the centre again. Your duty then is 
to recover your ground quié¢kly and 
“blanket” “the centre-forward before 
he can ‘get time to’ shoot. There, is 
no better way that a céntre-half can 


dearn, to anticipate the inside for- 


ward's movements than by trying out

the centre and inside forward -position 
himself in several games. ; 

“One might fill: volumes. in enlarging 
upon the mary ‘things that “a ceritre- 
half has to note during thé progress 
on the play; but, shortly, he must 
keep a watchful eye for selfishness in 
any of the opposing forwards, and 
play on it. He must size up the “one- 
Yocted’”’ man, and having discovered 
such weakness or other little weak~ 
nesses in his opponents, it is his duty 
to play upon them with the assist- 
ance of his, wing-halves. Once you 
have perceived a weakness in your 
opponents, whether it be at right or 
yeat-back or et right or left-half, your 
duty is to ‘feed’ your own wing that 
is in opposition, and thus play upon 
your: opponent's weak spot. 

You must practice for all you are 

worth until you can command a very 
close control of the bali: but you 
should never overdo the dribbling, as 
it Is termed, or, in other words, hang 
on to the ball too much, as selfish- 
ness is simply fetal in a centre-half. 
Pick out the player, and that ‘quickly, 
that is in the best or most’ unmarked 
positicn to receive the pall, and place 
it to him by a sharp drive “along the 
carpet,” This is where your judg- 
ment as to direction and strength, of 
delivery comes in, There may be oc- 
easions when you cennot see any of 
your own side in an unmarked pesi- 
tion, and in that case you can only 
pring into play ‘all the trickery . and 
eontrol of the ball you possess, draw 
one or other of your opponents, and 
when this has been done get rid of 
the ball without delay. 
“Vary your style of play as much as 
possible, Use overy artifice you can 
think’ of in defence. Back up your 
forwards at. every opportunity, but 
don't “crowd in” on them, and be 
always ready for a pot at goal. Many 
fine chances to score goals come the 
way of, the half-backs, and they 
should therefore be as skilled in 
shooting as the forwards. The goal- 
keeper requires room. “He may not 
have it, and if his goal be crowded 
he may readily be taken unawares by 
a stray shot from the centre or wing- 
half. 

Zhe most essential qualification of 
all, however, in a centre-half is ability 
to use either foot well (always 4 
fine accomplishment in any position) 
to drive the ball to the forwards in 
front of him along the ground or to 
push it to where he wills. with ye- 
Guisite strength per medium of his 
instep, I shall have something to say 
yegarding! the other egsentials—head- 
ing and trapping the ball—later, and 
will conclude ‘this ith a, reference to 
the art of placing 
sary to; accomplish 0 
quired without practice in plenty du 
ing the off, season, particularly to~ 
wards the opening of the football 
season. That is the time to practise 
assiduously the art of placing, trap- 
ping, and peading. i. know of no 
Detter method of learning the fir 
mnentioned than the way the writer 
learned @ little of the art himself— 
namely, by: setting up @ couple of 
skittles or Indjan clubs about a yard 
apart close to @ fence, standing off 
for a commencement about twelve 
yards distance, and endeavouring to 
Srive the ball with the instep of first 
one foot and then the other so a6 not 
to raise the ball or knock over @ 
skittle. it will astonish the young 
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player what can be done in this way 
with *.constant practice; gradu- 
ally placi 
whatever

Vance of the ball. 
so behind the ball means 
he is bound to loft it. In conclusion, 
J cannot emphasise too strongly the 
importance of practice at every DPOS~ 
sible opportunity, and the cardinal 
factors the young player myst never 
et are to keep your. temper, keep 
your place, and do not ramble all 
over the field, or the combination of 
your side will “go by the poard.””

SOCCER’S POPULARITY 
Amazing Attendances at 
League Games. 
Over 25,000,000 
Spectators. 


The football season, which came 
to an end -last Saturday, the 7th 
May, 1921, has been the most suc- 
cessful ever recorded in the history 
of the game, 

The total number of spectators 
present at the four principal compe- 
titions was 28,144,000, made up as 
follows:—First League, 13,372,000 ; 
Second: League, 7,553,000 + Third 
League, 4,856,000; ‘Association Cup, 
2,363,000. Thus the figures for the 
three divisions of the league were 
over 25,000,000, and for the first 
and second divisions 20,925,000, #S 
against 17,000,000 in the season I9I9- 
20. 3

of nearly 40,000 for each of their

_Laws of the Game—Law 17 con- 
tinued. The Penalty Kick—‘in the 
event of any intentional infringe- 
ment of Law 9 outside the penalty 
area, or by the attacking side within 
the penalty area, a free kick shall be 
awarded to the opposite side from 
the place where’ the infringement 
occurred. 


In the event of-any intentional in- 

fringement of Law 9 by the defend- 
ing side within the penalty area, the 
reteree shall award the opponents a 
penalty kick, which shall be taken 
from the penalty kick mark under 
the . following conditions :—All play- 
ers, with the exception of the player 
taking the penalty kick and the op- 
ponents’ goalkeeper shall be outside 
the penalty area. The opponents’ 
goalkeeper shall not advance beyond. 
his goal line. The’ ball must be 
kicked forward. The ball shall be 
in play when the kick is taken, and 
a yoal may be scored from a pen- 
alty kick; but the ball shall not be 
again played’ by the kicker until it 
has been played by another player. 
If necessary, time of play shall be 
extended to admit of the penalty 
kick being taken. A free kick shall 
also be awarded to the opposite side 
if the ballis-not kicked forward, or is 
played a second time by the player 
who takes the penalty kick until it 
has been played. by another’ player. 
The Referee may refrain from put- 
ting the provisions of this Law into. 
effect in. cases where he is satisfied 
that by enforcing them he would be 
giving an advantage to the offending 
side.

Once more it is reminded that it 
is the intentional breach of the Law 
that must be punished. 


The Referee must withhold’ the 
award of a penalty kick if he con- 
siders it would be to the advantage 
of the side offended against to let 
the play go on, 


When a goal results from a pen- 
alty kick it shall not be nullified, 
although there may have been an in- 
fringement of Law by the defending 
side. 


It is a common fault of referees 
that when players have committed 
offences for which they should have 
been ordered off the field of play, a 
penalty kick only has been awarded. 
The awarding of a penalty kick 
does not free a Referee from the 
duty of also ordering the offender 
off the field of play, where the of- 
tence is stich as justifies this. 

Extending the arms to keep an 
opponent back, though not actually 
catching hold of him with the hand, 


is considered to be holding. 

Should the ball hit the goal post 
or bar and rebound into play, the 
player who played it must not play 
it again until it has been played by 
another player. Should he do so, a 
tree kick must be given against him. 

The goalkeeper defending a pen- 
alty kick must not advance beyond 
his goal line. 


Players are not required to stand 
behind the ball, but may take up 
their position anywhere outside the 
penalty area, but within the field of 
play. ©

There is a practice of players yell- 
ing. or making other noises with the 
object, of putting either the goal- 
keeper or the kicker at a disadvan- 
tage. Be gentlemen, and treat your 
epponents as ‘such, 


Players must wait for the Referee’s 
signal before taking the penalty 
kick, eae 

A player may not rush in from 
his place outside the penalty area 
until the bal! has been kicked. If 
he does so he may be cautioned, and 
on repeating the offence; be ordered 
off the field of play. i 

The kick must be forward. 


Though a penalty kick may be de- 
served, the Referee is empowered 
not to enforce it, if to do so would 
benefit the offenders Also if a pen- 
alty kick is awarded and scores, the 
Referee must. ignore any infringe- 
ment by the defenders, and let the 
goal stand. . 


_ The “Laws of the Game” are now 
completed, with the exception of 
consideration of those dealing with 
the field of play, which will receive 
attention next week,

enjoyed the game immensely, This 
was the first game I had witnessed 
this season as a spectator, and quite 
enjoyed the innovation, with the ex- 
ception that, like most of those who 
are in the game, I had that feeling 
of wanting to be up and doing. How- 
ever, I was in a reminiscent mood, 
‘and: the games of my youth, the 
crowds, ete, were vividly remem- 
bered.
